FOREIGN 
STUDENT 
PROGRAM

In 1954 Professor Ernest Boulay was invited to establish a pro- 
gram in English for foreign students at St. Michael’s. During the 
ten years which followed, nearly three thousand individuals from 
sixty-three foreign countries have studied with the department. 
Races and creeds are diverse, but the purpose is universal: to ac- 
quire a_ practical knowledge of English, and of American 
culture. 

With this in mind, the concentrated program in English was insti- 
tuted to meet the needs of those students whose goal was to gain 
fluency in spoken and written English. Students enrolled in the six- 
teen-week program attend classes twenty hours a week. Class and 
laboratory periods meet a minimum of three hours a day, six days 
a week. 
The St. Michael’s approach to teaching English as a foreign lan- 
guage is the result of years of teaching and observation here and 
abroad by the department personnel. Vocabulary and pronounciation” 
are of prime importance in the system. Thus, vocabulary is ex- 
panded rapidly, for the student must read one book each week, 
and make an oral report on it. 

A survey of the intentions of foreign students studying English at 
St. Michael’s indicates that more than half plan to continue as stu- 
dents in American institutions. This year St. Michael’s has wel- 
comed some three hundred students from more than twenty-five 
countries. They have included high school graduates, university un- 
dergraduates, professionals, businessmen, and missionaries.

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The International Club was founded with the sole purpose 
of creating an international consciousness at St. Mi- 
chael’s. To achieve this end, the International Club, in co- 
operation with the foreign students, discussed political, 
social, religious, economic, and cultural affairs on the in- 
ternational level. This year topics centered on the ‘‘Congo 
Crisis,’"’ Hungary, and the Philippines. The Club also 
assists foreign students in getting adjusted to American 
life, which they find to be quite baffling. 

St. Michael’s College is an ideal polygot campus. The stu- 
dent body is not only from North America, but also from 
South America, Europe, Africa, and Asia. Through the En- 
glish for Foreign Students Program, St. Michael’s has 
come in contact with students from at least 35 different 
nations. The college community has been fortunate in 
sharing the experiences of these student ambassadors 
from the different nations of the world.

The Arnold Air Society is a national honorary so- 
ciety for outstanding AFROTC Cadets. The mem- 
bership is based on character, leadership, civic re- 
sponsibility, and active contribution to AFROTC. 
The Chaplain John Verret Squadron of the Arnold 
Air Society has worked to lighten the hearts of 
the children at St. Joseph’s Orphanage, collected 
for the Heart Fund, and through its Speakers Bu- 
reau, has informed local high school students 
about their military obligations.

The Club has actively participated in 
work conducted by both the Republican State Committee and 
Republican Headquarters in Burlington and Winooski during 
election time.

It 
gave them a chance to see how campaigns were conducted on 
both the state and local level and also an opportunity to ob- 
serve how campaign strategy was formulated. Finally, the 
members were able to meet and discuss politics with local, 
state, and national candidates, as well as present political 
figures.

In January of 1964, a group of conservative minded 
students organized a Young Americans For Free- 
dom Club at St. Michael’s. The group’s aim was to 
strengthen and solidify conservative thinking among 
the student body. Action in state and local govern- 
ment was their goal. That same spring saw the 
SMC-YAF plunge into the Vermont Republican Gu- 
bernatorial race in support of its candidate. In the 
national elections (JUST WAIT TILL ’68) the YAF’ers 
backed Barry all the way. On election day the mem- 
bers helped out at the local polls and taxied rural 
voters to their balloting places. 

In its first year at the Hilltop, YAF has sponsored 
more than a dozen speakers, covering topics from 
Keynesian economics to social justice. The group 
hopes for continued success in the future and has 
already contacted speakers for the 1965-66 academ- 
ic year.

‘‘DOC” JACOBS 
NIGHT 


January 23, 1965 


On January 23, 1965, two seniors, Joe Ruggiero and Mike Tranghese, 
successfully staged the biggest night in the history of St. Michael's 
sports — ‘‘Doc’’ Jacobs Night. ‘‘Doc,’’ as he is commonly referred to 
at the Hilltop, has been athletic director at St. Mike’s since 1947. In 
the 18 short years he has been here he has been an inspiration and 
guidance to many Michaelmen. In that span he has won 9 State 
basketball titles (Vermont), 3 NCAA Regional basketball titles 
and in 1958 he led the famed ‘‘Iron Knights’’ to the NCAA finals. 
He has won 4 Vermont State titles in golf, and titles in baseball 
and football. In 1951 he had the only undefeated football team 
in New England. 

Doc Jacobs Night started as a quiet affair to be given in honor of 
the man who has given so much to us. The outcome however saw 
the Governor, the Mayor, the Press and many friends as well as 
three thousand, three hundred people jam Burlington Auditorium 
in honor of this great man. January 23rd was declared as Doc Ja- 
cobs day in Burlington and stories of Doc appeared in every major 
newspaper in the country. On his night, Doc received 300 tele- 
grams as well as many gifts, plaques and awards. One of these was 
‘“‘Doc’s’’ election to the basketball Hall of Fame; upon this an- 
nouncement he was given a five minute standing ovation. 

During ‘‘Doc's'’ brief speech, he looked at the Michaelmen, both 
past and present, and said . . . ‘‘you’re Great.’’ But the great one 
was being honored that night by the students of SMC. The Burling- 
ton Free Press summed up the feelings of all that know ‘‘Doc’’ 
when it wrote. . . . ‘‘where ‘‘Doc’’ Jacobs sits, that is the head of 
the table.”’

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Disappointed but not discouraged, the Knights re- 
turned to New York City to face Long Island Univ. In a 
heart-stopping tilt the Knights dropped a 90-86 over- 
time decision. The Saints continued the New York 
jaunt by playing defending Northeast Small College 
champ Adelphi. In a great offensive exhibition the 
Knights returned to Burlington with a well earned 97- 
77 victory. 

Back to friendly ground, the Saints responded with five 
straight victories over St. Anselm’s, Icelandic National 
team, Norwich, St. Anselm’s and Middlebury. 

Gunning for their seventh consecutive victory, the 
Knights dropped a hometown 66-65 decision to Le- 
Moyne. The crowd which had come to see a victory 
coupled with a successful ‘‘Doc’’ Jacobs night, re- 
turned home mournfully. 

In the game which gave the Knights its number one 
ranking in New England, the Knights topped Assump- 
tion 99-98 on Bob Kryger’s 15 foot overtime jump 
shot. Worcester fans were given a display of Michael- 
man spirit. 
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In a lackadaisical affair the Purple dropped Brandeis de- 
spite the absence of Tarrant and Cummins. 

After topping Colby at home 87-69 in an important New 
England clash, the Saints were humiliated 75-72 by cross 
town rival Vermont. It really was Fuzzy Evans’ night! 
Determined not to lose its number one ranking, the 
Saints closed out their regular season with four clutch vic- 
tories. 

First the Saints dropped Merrimack 80-75 in a tough 
away tilt.

The Knights finished the season with a tourney bound 
victory over Stonehill away.

Mike’s found it to be to its liking as the Knights 
stunned Akron of Ohio in the first round of the Nation- 
al Small College tourney. 

The next evening, before 12,000 screaming fans, the 
Knights fell at the hands of eventual champions, 
Evansville, 93-70. It was by no means humiliating. The 
hearts of Indianians everywhere were warmed by the 
sight of some 300 students from SMC, embracing their 
ballplayers at the conclusion of the game, even though 
we lost. 

In the consolation game, the Knights dropped a heart 
breaking 94-86 decision to big North Dakota State. 
Physically outmanned, the Saints were unable to cope 
with the Dakotans’ size. 

Saint Michael’s Rich Tarrant closed out a brillant ca- 
reer by being named first team All Tourney while ‘‘Mr. 
Clutch,’’ Bill Cummins, was named to the second 
team.

NEW ENGLAND 
COACH OF THE YEAR 
EDWARD D. MARKEY 


In his first full year of varsity basketball coaching at St. Mi- 
chael’s College, Ed Markey hit the jackpot. His 1965 edition 
of the Purple Knights took the Vermont title, won the North- 
east NCAA title and were crowned the top college division 
team by the E.C.A.C. 

Markey, a 1951 alumnus and three year star at St. Michael’s, 
served his apprenticeship under Athletic Director George 
(Doc) Jacobs. His freshman teams over eight seasons won 
70 and lost 15. When Jacobs, during the 1963-64 season, 
decided to devote full time to his Athletic Directorship, Mar- 
key finished the season, winning 16 and losing 6 along the 
way. 

This year’s team, winning 22 and losing 7, went all the way 
to the semifinals in NCAA play before bowing to the unde- 
feated host team, the Evansville Aces. That gave him an 
overall record of 108 wins and 28 losses. 

The record is all the more remarkable because of the calibre 
of teams that St. Michael’s met on its way to the NCAA 
crown. In a UPI poll, the New England coaches voted him 
‘Coach of the Year.’’ A native of West New York, N.J., Mar- 
key is a member of the famous family that sent Earle — 
now the Rev. Earle Markey, S.J. — to Holy Cross and Dave 
to Canisius. At St. Michael’s, Markey was also a crack 
infielder on the baseball team. 

After graduation, he became regimental athletic supervisor 
for the 364th Regiment at Fort Dix, managing a team that 
won the First Army title in 1954. Since returning to St. Mi- 
chael’s, he has earned his Master’s Degree with a major in 
History. He is married, lives in South Burlington with his 
wife, son and daughter. Next to winning ball games, his 
chief hobby is photography. 
















FROSH BASKETBALL 


The SMC Squires ended the season with an overwhelming 110-65 de- 
feat over the St. Albans Radar Station and a record of 9 wins and 4 
losses. 

Under the careful coaching of Student-Coach Robert Etherson the five 
starting Squires finished the season with shooting percentages in dou- 
ble figures. The team was led by Rick Brower with an 18.1 average. 
Following right behind were Dave Gleason, 14.4, Bob Joyce, 13.9, Dick 
Navin, 13.5, and Ralph Coleman with 11.1 points per game. 

The Squires lost their first game to Champlain College, but came back 
with enough skill and experience to win six in a row. These wins in- 
cluded one-sided contests over Dartmouth and the University of Ver- 
mont. After them, the team met some tough breaks and took three 
straight defeats on the chin. Losing some battles but not the war, the 
Squires bounced back to win their last three games, thus finishing a 
very fine season which says a great deal for the team and for Coach 
Bob Etherson.

BASEBALL — 1965 


Defensive disappointments, a lack of pitching depth, injuries and some 
offensive surprises succinctly sum up a rather frustrating 1965 baseball 
season for the Purple Knights. Finishing with a 3 won and 8 lost record, 
the Knights ended the season with successive wins over Norwich and 
Lowell Tech. 

An infield of Kliminski, Juall, Lapointe and Bafundo was expected to carry 
the defensive load. This group displayed a sporadic competence early in 
the season. The overall inconsistency in this phase of the game is readily 
seen in the .907 Fielding Percentage. Errors directly contributed to three 
mid-season losses in which thirteen of fourteen runs scored were un- 
earned. 

The pitching picture depended on the left and right arms of John Carcich 
(1-4) and Joe Barnes (1-4) with Dave McAndrew (1-0) filling the role of re- 
liefer. Although their records are unimpressive, they deserved better 
support. 

Injuries, always the cause of unforeseen problems, hurt the Purple in 
the catching department. Bob Colclough, senior catcher did a commenda- 
ble job despite an injured finger which seriously affected his throwing 
hand during the last half of the season. Rich Cervizzi, Bob’s understudy, 
had his catching availability cut short after getting spiked in the Dart- 
mouth game. 

The big surprise of the season was the tremendous offensive output of 
the Knights. Hitting for a great .271 team average, the Michaelmen had 
six players with ten or more hits. Leading the way was senior captain Joe 
Kliminski with a classy .407 average, 18 hits and 10 RBI’s. Others slug- 
ging in the .300 level were Butch Lapointe (.369) and Ken Juall (.333). 
Phil Doherty’s 14 RBI's, .273 BA and outstanding center fielding along 
with John Ryan’s .286 are not to be overlooked. Senior Joe Zadrosny did 
a competent job in handling the tough right field position. His consistant 
play and competitive attitude should not go unacknowledged. 

The graduation of Kliminski, Colclough and Zadrosny will leave serious 
holes to fill in the 1966 nine. Their qualities of leadership, dedication and 
fine example will be difficult to replace.
